charges, the Circuit Court on 
April 9, 1963 deadlocked 4-4 on 
the issue of whether Barnett and 
Johnson could be tried by a jury 
as they 
had requested. Four 


judges voted for a jury trial and 
four voted to try the case thetn- 


, -selves without a jury. 


The Circuit Court then asked 


> the Supreme Court to make the 


decision on the jury trial ques- 
tion. 


Barnett and Johnson first were 


cited for civil contempt. The Cir- 
cuit Court found them guilty, but 
before enforcing penalties it or- 
dered the criminal contempt pro- 
ceedings against the officials and 
left hanging the civil contempt 


'• 'case. 
I The Circuit Court had charged 


Barnett, 64, with contempt after 
he disobeyed its order not to in- 
terfere with Meredith's admission 
to the university. Johnson was 
made a party to the proceeding 
on the ground he had stopped 
Meredith on one occasion. 


Meredith was admitted to the 


university last fall after rioting in

turnout was indicated today as 
Italy wound up nationwide elec- 
tions to pick a new Parliament 
and pass judgment on government 
cooperation with the left. 


Voters who didn't cast ballots 


on the first day of polling Sunday 
had a final seven hours today. 


In 14 hours of polling Sunday 


80 per cent of the 34 million eligi- 
ble voters went to the polls. This 
compared with 7? per cent for the 
first day of balloting in 1958, when 
the election ended with a record 
turnout of 93.8 per cent. 


Six persons, wer.e. injured in a 


series of pre-dawn, bombings .Sun- 
day in Milan's central railway, 
station. Police blamed agitators 
for greater local autonomy in the. 
Alto Aclige (South Tyrol), a north 
Italian area that once belonged 
to Austria. 


The voter turnout reflected the

of the right denounced Fanfani's 
center-left alliance. But the Ro- 
man Catholic Church approved 
and called on Catholics to back 
the Catholic party. 


The voters were choosing KjfJ 


deputies and 315 senators for the 
Italian republic's fourth Parlia- 
ment. There were more than 7,000 
candidates. In the outgoing cham- 
ber the Christian Democrats were 
the biggest party by far with 273 
seats although they were 43 seats 
short of a majority. The Socialists 
did not join the coalition govern- 
ment, but Socialist support in Par- 
liament gave Fanfani a voting 
majority. 


King Raps

King preached the sermon at 


the 118th anniversary services of 
the First Missionary B a p t i s t 
Church. About 600 Negroes packed 
the church, along with a few 
whites, including some Catholic 
priests. 


"It is midnight in the world's 


social, psychological and moral 
orders," .King said, adding that 
some churches "fail to answer the 
knock at midnight.".... 
' He took his text from Luke XI, 
verses five through eight, which 
read in part: 


"And he said unto them, Which 


of you shall have a friend, and 
shall go unto him at midnight, and 
say unto him, Friend, lend me

MOSCOW (AP)-Soviet Premier 


Khrushchev and Prime Minister 
Fidel Castro opened talks in the 
Kremlin today aimed at further 
cementing relations between their 
two Communist regimes. 


High on the list of topics, Ob- 


servers believed, was stepped up 
Soviet military and economic aid. 
They wondered how much higher 
than the reported million dollars 
a day now being spent the Soviet 
Union was willing to go. 


There also was speculation that 


Khrushchev would try to wipe out 
any bitterness remaining because 
of his decision to withdraw mis- 
siles from Cuba last October with- 
out consulting Castro. 


Moscow newspapers were full of 


welcomes for Castro. 


"Moscow gives hearty welcome 


to Fidel Castro," said Pravda. 
"Moscow embraces Fidel Castro

The press accounts made up for 


any lack of warmth in Sunday's 
greeting. 


Khrushchev led 40,000 Russians 


through a Red Square welcome, 
but the elaborate show failed to 
whip up the frenzied enthusiasm 
westerners had expected. 


The bearded Cuban leader pro- 


claimed that, except for the So- 
viet Union, his revolutionary re- 
gime could not exist. He heaped 
praise on Soviet economic and 
military aid.

At stake in the four-clay election 


which ended Sunday night was the 
right to represent 8,200 over-the- 
road truckers in Pennsylvania, 
New Jersey, Delaware and Mary 
land, members of four Teamsters 
locals, 


•A. jubilant Hoffa, in Philadel- 


phia for much of the past 15 
weeks directing his campaign, re- 
ceived the news of his victory by 
thrusting two fingers downward. 


"The 
Voice 'down," he said, 


"Down the Voice." 


"The figures are tremendous," 


he continued. "It proves once 
again that the truckers will not 
be fooled by Mcany or any tricks 
of the Voice." 


AFL-CIO 
regional representa- 


tive William Kirehner, present as 
an adviser to the Voice, com- 
mented, "When the president (of 
the Teamsters) lakes 15 weeks to 
squeeze out a 2-1 victory in the 
heart of his union, he's in trouble. 
These fellows Hhc Voice) struck 
the first real blow to clean up the 
union." 


Voice Chairman Charles Meyer 


expressed shock at the outcome 
of the election. 


Kirehner said that Hoffa had 


made "the greatest 
array of 


promises ever seen in a cam- 
paign."

Dominkan and 
Haiti Break 
Off Relations 


SANTO DOMINGO, Dominican 


Republic (AP)—An armed clash 
between the two neghbors of the 
Caribbean island of Hispnniola 
threatened today. The Dominican 
Republic accused Haiti of invading 
Its embassy, and Haiti broke dip- 
lomatic relations between the two 
countries. 


President 
Juan 
Bosch 
gave 


Haitian President Francois Duva- 
lier 24 hours to withdraw troops 
surrounding the Dominican Em- 
bassy in Port au Prince. The Em- 
bassy is sheltering 22 foes of Du- 
valior. 


"Unless the outrages against 


the Dominican Republic in Haiti 
end within 24 hours, we will put 
an end to them by all means 
within our power," Bosch said. 


The Dominican armed forces 


secretary, Maj. Gen. Victor Elvis 
Vinas Roman, announced all troop 
leaves had been canceled. But he 
said there was no military move- 
ment toward the Haitian border. 


The Organization of American 


States ordered a five-nation fact- 
finding team to fly to both coun- 
tries to investigate the crisis next 
door to Cuba. The OAS appealed 
to both governments to keep the 
peace. 


The dispute with the Domini- 


cans flared as a result of Duvu- 
laier's attempt to crush rising op- 
position to his regime. 


Tension began mounting a week 


ago when leaflets warned Duvalicr 
that an attempt would be made 
to overthrow him May 15—the 
end of his first term as president. 


Suspicious that opposition 
to 


him centered in the regular army, 
Duvalicr last week fired 64 offi- 
cers, the bulk of the army's 
leadership. The dictator has built 
up a personal militia and president 
tial guard that outnumber .the ar- 
my and are better armed.

can Embassy Friday and started 
a search for refugees but were 
ordered out by the charge d'af- 
faires. 


Armed guards and roadblocks 


blocked approaches to the Domin- 
ican ambassador's residence Sun- 
day. Telephone lines were cut off, 
and taxi drivers refused to take 
passengers to the vicinity. 


It was not clear how the Do- 


minican Republic could press Us 
demands now that Haiti has sev- 
ered relations and may not con- 
sider itself bound by diplomatic 
protocol. The right of political 
asylum generally is considered in- 
violate in Latin America, and Hai- 
ti normally would be expected to 
provide the refugees in the Do- 
minican Embassy safe conduct 
out of the country eventually.

$76.7 Million 


LITTLE ROCK (AP)-Arkansns 


Power & Ught Co. reports total 
revenues of $76.7 million in 1962, 
an increase of $8.1 mfflion over 
the previous year. 


In its annual report mailed this 


week to stockholders, AP&L said 
total energy sales of 5.2 billion 
kilowatt hours showed an increase 
of 721 million kilowatt hours over 
1961. 


A gain of 6,800 c u s t o m e r s 


brought the AP&L total to nearly 
315,000 at the end of the year. 


The maximum hourly demand 


of 1,073,000 kilowatts recorded in 
August 1962 was the first time 
that the peak demand had passed 
the million-kilowat mark. 


The company said it had a pay- 


roll of more than $14 million for 
operations, construction and other 
purposes. AP&L operates in 61 of 
Arkansas' 75 counties. 


AP&L listed $11.4 million as net 


income, compared with $11.2 mil- 
lion in 1961. Its $13.1 million con- 
struction program in 1962 included 
$10.5 million for expansion and im- 
provement of distribution facili- 
ties, the lines and equipment 
which deliver electricity to custo- 
mers. 


Major power distribution pro- 


jects were completed at Monticel- 
lo, Harrison, Smackover, 
Pine 


Bluff. Trtimann, Little Rock and 
Hot Springs, while five new high 
voltage 
substations 
were com- 


pleted last year at Conwayi, Little 
Rock, Glendale, Strong and Ham- 
burg. • 


The report said a total tax bill 


of more than $19 million required 
AP&L to set aside more than 25 
cents of each dollar of revenue 
for that purpose. 


Arkonsans 
Indicted by 
Federal Jury

Two Arkansas men have been 
named in a federal grand jury in- 
dictment of five former officials 
of an Albuquerque - based insur- 
ance firm. 


Named in the indictment was H. 


Wayne Franklin, of Texarkana. 
Ark., former president of Rocky 
Mountain Insurance Co. Franklin 
is now president of the Guaranty 
Independent Corp, which is asso- 
ciated with Federal Life Insurance 
in Texarkana. 


The other Arkansas man named 


was Eugene R. Tharp, former ex- 
ecutive vice president and direc- 
tor of Rocky Mountain. Tharp now 
lives in Little Rock. 


The men were also officials of 


the G and C Investment Co., a 
New Mexico Corp which the indict- 
ment said was set up to sell Rocky 
Mountain Life Stock. 


The others named in the suit 


were all from Albuquerque. 


They are: Charles Carder, for- 


mer vice president and director of 
Rocky Mountain and now presi- 
dent of the Charles Carder Con- 
struction Co. 


Peter Gallagher, vice president 


and director, also general counsel 
for Rocky Mountain. 


Lawrence L. Cornell, a director 


and 
members 
of the executive 


committee. 


The indictment charged the five 


and G and C firm with 11 counts 
of fraud in the sale of stock, two 
mail use violations in selling stock,

Storekeeper 
Held for 
Slaying 


GADSDEN, Ala. (AP)—An at- 


torney planned today to seek the 
release of rural storekeeper Floyd 
Simpson, held without bond for 
the roadside slaying of Baltimore 
integrationist William L. Moore. 


Sheriff Dewey Colvard - said a 


formal first-degree murder charge 
would be lodged against Simpson 
today with the signing of a state 
warrant by the circuit judge and 
the prosecutor. 


Attorney William M. Beck Sr. 


of Fort Payne said he would at- 
tempt to post bond for Simpson, 
40, father of six children. 


State and county officers con- 


tinued investigation of the Tues- 
day nighl slaying of Moore, a 35- 
year-old postman who died from 
two bullet wounds in the head. 
Moore had said he was en route 
to Jackson, Miss., to give his 
views on integration to Gov. Ross 
Barnett. 


Sheriff Colvard indicated there 


was nothing new in the case, "We 
don't know if anyone else was in- 
volved," he said. He said all per- 
sons questioned previously have 
been cleared. 


Feelings ran high in the rural 


community of Collbran, about 30 
miles to the northwest, 
where 


Simpson operated a grocery and 
service station. Residents, 
pre- 


dominantly millworkers and farm- 
ers, showed strong hostility to in- 
quisitive strangers. 


Simpson, who is slender and 


graying, was described by the 
Rev Russ Porter, who serves a 
Baptist church in the community, 
as "a good, hard-working man." 


The minister said Mrs. Simp- 


son and the six children, ranging 
in age from 1 to 17, had attend- 
ed services at the church where 
he is pastor. After visiting Mrs. 
Simpson Sunday at her request, 
Porter said she was greatly up- 
set. 


Simpson was charged informal- 


ly Sunday after Colvard received 
a report from a ballistics test on 
a 22-calibe^ rifle and two bullets 
taken from the victim's body. 
Colvard said the rifle belonged to 
Simpson.

in the basement of the building.

Roland, Okla., also told the pros- 
ecution Under cross - examination 
that ho had given false statements 
to the prosecuting attorney 'after 
the shooting. 


Wood and Miss Brown, 20, of 


Fort Smith, arc co - defendants in 
the first degree murder trial ol 
Frederick L. Rush, 26,.thet adopted 
son of the shooting victim, Paul 
Rush. 


Frederick Rush was expected to 


testify in his own behalf later to- 
day. 


The three were granted separ- 


ate trials and both Miss Brown 
and Wood now have testified in 
Rush's trial. 


Wood said the false statements 


lie had given the prosecutor in- 
volved the places he had been and 
the things he had done the night 
of the shooting. He said he 
had 


gotten' that night confused with 
what he had done on other nights 


The red-haired Wood said he 


and Miss Brown were on Mt. Vista 
near Van Buren the night of the 
slaying. He said they were shoot- 
ing tin cans with 
.22 caliber 


revolver. 


Paul Rush was shot to rleath 


with a .22 caliber bullet and Fred- 
erick. Rush was wounded in the 
shoulder by the same kind of bul- 
let. 


The defense said Saturday it had 


seen established that the .22 pis- 
tol 
used by 
Wood and 
Miss 


Brown on Mt. Vista was not the 
murder weapon. 


Miss Brown testified earlier that 


the two. were on Mt. Vista on the 
night of the slaying. 


Circuit Judge Paul Wolfe re- 


cessed the trial at noon Saturday 
saying the defense was to call two 
witnesses and testimony probably 
would be lengthy. He said he pre- 
ferred recessing the trial rather 
than locking up the jury for the 
weekend. 


Before 
the recess 
Saturday, 


Miss Brown testified that she and 
Wood' were on Mount Vista neat- 
Van Buren shooting tin cans at 
the time of the slaying. 


Frederick Rush reported 
the 


shooting to police by telephone 
about 11:10 p.m., officers have 
testified, 


Wood and Miss Brown !cft Fort 


Smith to drive to Mount Vista 
about 11 p.m.. and did not return 
to. her'.hotel room until 12:30 or 
l a.m. May 14, she testified. TheVc 
she continued, they picked up Mrs. 
Pat Taylor and the trio went to a 
nightclub at Moffett, Okla. 


It was there that she first heard 


of the shooting, Miss Brown testi- 
fied. 


Rush, who was wounded in the 


shoulder, said he and his step- 
father went to the company !o in- 
vestigate a light that was bum- 
ing on the third floor. 


Mrs. Taylor, described by state 


and defense attorneys as Rush's 
former girl friend, has 
testified 


that she heard Rush (he broke off 
with 
her . last 
January), Miss 


Brown and Wood plotting the mur- 
der of the elder Rush. 


Miss Brown said she and Wood 


used a "short gun" to shoot cifns 
on the mountain. A .22 caliber 
Buiitline Magnum revolver was in- 
troduced as a defense exhibit Sat- 
urday. 


King, Others 
Are Found 
in Contempt

BIRMINGHAM, Ala. (AP)-A 


circuit judge today found the Rev 
Martin Luther King Jr. and 10 
other Negro ministers in con- 
tempt of court for defying a state 
injunction against racial demon- 
strations. 
•Judge W. A. Jenkins Jr. sen- 
tenced the Negro desegregation 
leaders to five days in jail start- 
ing May 1G and fined each §50. 


Convicted with King were his 


brother, the Rev. A. D. King, and 
the Revs. Wyatt Tec 
Walker, 


Ralph D. Abcrnathy, Fred L. 
Shulllesworth, 
Andrew 
Young, 


John Thomas Porter, Theodis L. 
Fisher, Nelson H. Smith Jr., Jo- 
shua W. Hayes and James Luther 
Bevels. 


In an eight-page ruling, Jen- 


kins held that the Negro leaders 
had committed obvious acts ot 
contempt. He said they had de- 
liberately and blatantly disregard- 
ed his court order. 


The judge quoted a Supreme 


Court justice who held that the 
dignity of the courts must be 
maintained and the law of the 
land must prevail. 


Jenkins issued the restrainer 


April 10, one week after racial 
demonstrations began in this in- 
dustrial city. The city brought the 
proceedings against the leaders. 


King, Abernathy, Shuttlesworth 


and several of the others were ar- 
rested during a protest march 
April 12. 


An attorney for the defendants, 


Jack Grcenberg of New York, 
said the decision would be ap- 
pealed to the Alabama Supreme 
Court, and to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, if necessary. He can appeal 
only on alleged errors in the case.

He 
had a 67 for 276 and tied for 
winning $1,050.
